NEVADA VIEWED WITH INTEREST 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, June 17.— 


Today, the third anniersary of the 
passage by Congress of the Irrigation 
law, 
is to be signalled by the formal 


opening of the first great government 
irrigation work The Nevada town of 
Hazen, which owes its existence to 
the goveinment irrigation project, is 
to be the scene of the opening, and 
dispatches received here <by the 
offi- 
cials of the reclamation bureau state 
that the event is to be accompanied 


I with interesting ceremony 
Water will be turned 
on. to 
30,000 
acres of land which never has known 
the taste of water It is a rich, fiat 
soil, needing only moisture to make 
it the moat productive in the world 
Before another three-year period lias 
passed, 300,000 additional acres will oe 
brought under water and made tribu- 
tary to the same general system. Al- 
ready the government has spent ?»,- 
000,000 
The entire 
project contem- 
plates the expenditure of $9,000,000. 


The irrigable lands within reach of 
the Triickee ahd Carson river waters, 
outside of 90,000 acres already under 
cultivation in and about Reno, as a 
result of private irrigation enterprises, 
comprise a total area of about 4bl',- 
000 acres 
v,i«v, 
The Truckee-Carson project, whicn 


is the official designation of the uder- 
taklng which has produced the town 


of some 4,000 farms, Is one of fourteen 
' principal projects" to which the gov- 
ernment has set its hand. The others 
are in various less advanced stages 
of progress The problem involved in 
this Truckee-Carson project was to 
find some way to save the waters of 
two rivers of Importance, the Carson 
snows of the 
lofty 
Siena 
Nevada 


Mountains, on the northwest border 
of Nevada and California, and plunge 
into a mysterious pit on the borders 
of the desert This pit, into which the 
waters disapear into the bowels of the 
eaith, Just when they aie most needed 
to iirigate the plain, is known as a 
"sink" 
To divert the waters of these rivers 


and lead them Into canals and storage 
basins for distribution over the flat, 
dry areas about the sinks, is the task 
to which the government engineers 
set themselves two yea-s ago. Since 
then 137 miles of canals have been 
constructed The main canal taps the 
Tiuckee river a few miles below Reno 
It caries the waters south to a nat- 
ural reservoii site, which the engineers 
discovered on the lower Carson, some 
thiity miles distant 
Into this same 


reservoir the waters of the Carson are 
also to be diverted and stored From 
this reservoir it is but a short dis- 
tance to the wide flat lands about 
Caison "Sink," and the way is down a 
gentle incline, which leads itself to the 
constiuction 'of the net woik of dis- 


Elaboiate drainage 
works are in- 


cluded) in the general scheme, farm 
boundaries have been laid out, and the 
plats are ready for the formal approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior About 
seventy-five per cent of the iirigated 
land belongs to the government The 
remainder is in the hands of the Cen- 
tial Pacific Railroad and some private 
individuals 
The farms have a soil adapted to the 


raising of apples pears grapes, bei-

peaches, wheat, oats, potatoes, 


sugar beets and alfalfa The govein- 
ment has a particular interest In this 
flist of its irrigation projects, and will

of irrigation is paid back by the set- 
tler in ten annual installments with- 
out interest It is estimated that the 
payment ; to the goveinment in ten 
years will be $2080 and that the farm, 
judging from the value of other irri- 
gated land, will then be wortn at least 
$8000 If a settlei at the end of the ten 
yeais can show that he has reclaimed 
at least half of his entty for agricul- 
tuial purposes, the land and water 
supply aie his pioperty perpetually.

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Passing of the Desert

HE visit of the Congressional Irrigation Committee 


to Nevada yesterday will mark an epoch in the 


industrial history of our state. It is the fulfillment of a 
hope, 'long deferred, but none the less welcome now} that 
it is an accomplished fact. 
/ 


For years the people of the west have looked forward 


to 'the time when the government would awaken to a real- 
ization of the vast possibilities lying dormant In the em- 
pire west of the Mississippi with its opportunities for 
homes for the teeming millions of the overcrowded east 
and would take up the matter of internal improvement 
and lend its aid to the reclamation of the vast area of 
semi-arid land which only awaited the vivifying touch of 
•water to transform, an otherwise desolate waste into a 
land of happy and prosperous homes. 


Yesterday, June 17th, witnessed the realization of our 


hopes and the fruition of the work of that band of earnest 
pioneers In the movement who have lent their time an3 
talent for nearly two decades to the enactment of the law 
which resulted in the work that was officially accepted by 
the Irrigation Committee yesterday. 


Nevada Is fortunate in being the first of the states to 


profit by the irrigation act and to have within its borders 
the first completed project under the provisions of the law 
Bigned by the President just three years ago. It Is fitting 
that this should be the case. 


Nevada is known among the sisterhood as the "Sage- 


brush State" from the shrub whose foliage of ashen gray 
lends to the landscape the monotonous shading that ha<? 
become typical of the desert waste, and the presence of 
which has erroneously been taken to be an evidence that 
nothing else will grow on spots where it flourishes. To the 
initiated the presence of the despised shrub was an evi- 
dence of the richness of the soil made manifest, despite 
the lack of the life giving fluid, the absence of which alone 
accounts for the hills devoid of verdure and the plains 
without their carpeting of green. 


To the passenger on the overland train fresh from the 


green1 fields of California or the east, Nevada presents a 
forbidding apearance. Yet how few of those who have 
shuddered at the panorama of desolation that unfolds be- 
fore them from the car window realize that all that is 
needed to transform this awful waste into meadows of 
lush grass is the magic touch of water. 


It was to the task of conserving the moisture that goes 


to waste in the early spring months and conveying it at 
the proper season to the thirsty desert that the engineers 
have bent their energies And yesterday the distinguished 
visitors who made up the party that witnessed the comple- 
tion of the engineeiing features of the work, traveled over 
stretches of country' that in a few short years will be 
transformed into orchards and fields of waving grain. 


Nevada rejoices today in the realization of her dreams 


and gives thanks without stint to all those who have In 
any way contributed to "the enactment of the measure 
•which will eliminate the desert and make possible_the 
building of homes and the establishment of prosperous 
communities, where now there Is naught but silence and

HE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR calls the attention to entrymen or homesteaders to an act known as "Public, No 


37," that proofs! oaths and affidavits may be made before any United States Commissioner in the county, parish or land district, 
in which the land is situated 


In order for an entryman to.comply with the provisions of the law to homestead I will briefly outline the manner of pro- 


cedure: He must file under oath form 4-102 b page 272 affidavit see circular from the General Land Office showing manner of proced- 
ure issued January 25th, 1904 a copy of which may be obtained from the General Land Office at Washington, D. C., he must also^ com- 
ply with form 4-007 page 275 "Homestead application" also forrn^4-063 page 275 "Homestead affidavit" form 4-062 page 303 "Non- 
mineral affidavit " 
—- 


In addition to which he must file under oath an affidavit setting forth that owing to the great distance to the District Land Office, 


or bodily disabilities etc., he is unable to appear at said office in person. These forms duly made out and properly attested before any 
U. S/Commissioner when forwarded to the District Land Office will be all that is required to entitle any entryman to file his application 
for a homestead, and if there be no legal disqualifications will be permitted to receive his proper papers in due time. 


The payment of the water tax which is now estimated by the Secretary of the/Interior to be at the rate of $26 per acre of all land 


that may be irrigated by the irrigation canals and waterways, in ten annual payments. 


It will be necessary that each entryman comply with the laws as to erection of a house in compliance with the rule, he will also 


be compelled to pay the fees of filing, see page 30 "homestead fees" in Nevada. 160 acres of land, at $2.50 per acre, being land within 
theV20 mite limit of railroads, $22. While for the $1.25 land, or land outside of the railroad limits of 20 miles is $16. It may be well 
to state that these lands are referred to as minimum and double minimum lands in the book of rubles referred to. 


The cost of 80 acres being $i I and $8 and for 40 acres $8 and $6.50 respectively. 
It may be stated that all land upon which there is water now or will be watered on or before February 1st, 1906, has been subdivid- 


ed into farm units or allotments of the exact number of acres that each entryman will be allowed to homestead and not an acre more. 


Furthermore that before filing it is compulsory upon each entryman that he personally examine such land as he intends to file 


upon or he cannot make oath to the forms I have referred to as a perusal of the blank forms will indicate. Each entryman will he 
compelled to make oath as follows: "I have not acquired title to, nor am I now claiming underlie agricultural public land laws, an 
amount of land, which, together with the land now applied for, wtll exceed m the aggregate 320 acres." It is no doubt the intention of 
the government that an entryman will not be permitted to file if he holds over 320 acres of government land. 


It is understood that if homesteaders will sign agreements to put in a pumping plant to pump the water from the canal that the 


Government will enter into a contract to furnish free electric power to run such pumps In such cases it would seem it would ,more likely 
be cheaper for the entryman to till such high lands by pumps than to grade the land to the level to be irrigated by the canal. '

It would be well for intended entrymen or homesteaders who are entire strangers to come prepared as best they can with evi- 


dence as to their identity, as all oaths administered rnust fully establish their identity Instances of homesteaders coming here as entire 
strangers applying to acknowledge the statutory qualifications causes them much annoyance and inconveniences where they have to pro- 
duce the necessary witnesses or evidence.

and is having prepared a set for the use of homesteaders in enabling them to make their selections of lands subject to entrv to be filed in 
tm office It will be the intention to show the lands filed upon in such farm units as may be subject to entry to be kept up as best of oui 
ability Such plats will show the land subject to entry, but will not be peihaps up to date as all filings may not be recoided as promptly 
here as at the Carson City, District Land Office, but will in a great manner enable entrymen to form a fair idea of such land as may be 
open to entry. I have endeavored to, in as briefly as space will peimit, attempted to enlighten seekers of homesteads in a certain way 
>TOW to proceed, but I shall be pleased to answer all inquiries appertaining to such filings from time to time I have been endeavoring to 
have our county authorities, in some way inaugurate some system of supplying such information either by a promotion committee, or

cut around and find a new channel. 
But so well did the engineers and con- 
tractors perform their tasks that the 
only misfortune of consequence was in 
the washing away of the false work of 
the dam 
The permanent structure, it- 


self, built of solid concrete, will for 


ages withstand the floods of the turbu- 
lent Truckee 
To construct a canal thirty feet In 


depth and twenty feet wide at the bot- 
tom, for these are the usual dimen- 
sions where concrete is not used, is 
a, Herculean task and this added dif- 
ficulty was experienced for the first 
few miles below the diversion dam. 


The south bank of the river is a 


precipitous slope and the many prom- 
ontoiies cause the shore line to be a 
succession of acute angles, which are 
further broken by the many arroyos 
gouged out by the cloud bursts. Pri- 
vate enterprise would have been ap- 
palled by the engineers' reports and 
the project would have died in its ln- 
cipiency, but Uncle Sam has developed 
as well as inherited bull dog tenden- 


a stormy day the fine desert sand 
drifts 
constantly into the ditch, so 


rapidly that It threatens the useful- 
ness of the canal If not cleaned out ev- 
ery few weeks. The only remedy ap-

- Since tha 
time records have been kept at vari- 
ous points on the Humboldt, Carson 
Truckee and Walker rivers, until the 
department now knows- how much 
water can be depended 
upon 
from 


each of these streams 
in 
ordinary 
and dry seasons. Upon 'chis data En- 
gineer Taylor has based estimates on 
what can be done in the way of re- 
claiming the 
lands. In the 
Carson 


Truckee basin. 


In the fall of 18SS the first appro- 


priation was, made by Congress for 
what is known as the Powell irriga- 
tion survey. 
Major 
Powell, 
after 


•whom thei survey was named, took 
the initiative for the redemption of 
the arid west. 
In fact he proposed 
a quarter of .a century ago the very 
plans which are now being carried out 
by the government. 


In pursuance of the provisions of 
the act making the Powell appropria- 
tion, actual surveys began in 1889 for 
canals, reservoirs., etc., in .various 
portions of the west and many reser- 
vations from entry were made by the 
secretary of the interior for water st6- 
rage purposes. 
This study of water supply, which 


•was begun In 1889, was 
coincident 


with the reservoir and canal surveys 
and was continued through 1889 and 
1890. 
After 1890 Congress failed to 
make any further appropriations and 
the work stopped. 


Everyone then thought that this was 


the end .of irrigation in the United 
States by government aid. Practic- 
ally nothing further was done except 
compilation of data gathered until in 
1894 
when Congress made the mag- 


. nlftcent appropriation of $12,500 for 


gauging of streams . and studying of 
water supply throughout the United 
States. With a very small portion of 
that sum, L. H. Taylor began work 
in Nevada and since that.. time the 
-work has been carried on with in- 
creasing appropriations until it has 
reached the sum of $200,000 annually, 
In addition to the appropriation made 
for reclamation purposes. 
At present there are being main- 


tained on the Humboldt river and its 
tributaries seven gauging stations un- 
der the direction of Mr. Taylor. At | 
these various points the discharge is , 
recorded. 
On the Truckee river and j 
its tributaries there are also seven of j 
these stations. The Carson river and | 
its two main branches have three sta- j 
'tiona and a similar number are on j 
the Walker.

down 'to a depth of 1500 feet In Pyr- 
amid lake by some of "Wheeler's men 
while they were making the survey of 
the thirty-ninth parallel. 
With this 


depth and this rate of evaporation It 
will require four centuries for Pyra- 
mid lake to go dry after the waters of 
the Truckee are diverted by the gov- 
ernment canal. 
Tlie total volume of water entering 
Pyramid and Mud, or Winnemucca, 
lakes annually in direct precipitation 
and from the adjacent hills is not in 
excess of six inches. The greater por- 
tion, or 900,000 a,cre feet per annum, 
is supplied by the Truckee river. "Of 
course that Is the annual run off from 
year to' year. 
In some seasons this 
is exceeded by thirty percent, while 
the least amount during the last fit- 
'teen years was only twenty-five per- 
cent less than the normal. 
This Is 
not taking Into account 
the water 


used for 
irrigation 
above 
Pyramid 
lake and also not 
considering 
the 
water stored some years in Lake Ta- 
hoe. 
So 'that it may be said that 
In the very driest season since 1889 
the total amount of water yielded by 
the Truckee and its tributaries was 
nearly three- quarters of a million acre 
feet or sufficient, to Irrigate one quar- 
ter of a million acres of land. 
The Carson river has a normal an- 
nual run-off 
of about 
sixty per- 
cent of that of the Truckee. 
The 


"Walker river has not been gauged so 
long as the others, and It cannot b« 
s'tated to a degree of certainty the 
average discharge of that stream, but 


account of the failure of the Nevada- 
California boundary line to follow the 
water shed of the streams of the two 
states, extend to the summit of the Si- 
erra In California, although his of- 
ficial title is that of supervising- engi- 
neer for the United States reclamation 
service in the Nevada district. 
In giving the Journal the foregoing 


Interview Engineer Taylor said: 


"One 
thing I would like to impress 


upon the people of Nevada is that It 
does not take the United States gov- 
ernment forever and a day to com- 
plete a piece of -work. 
This Is well 
exemplified 
here. 
The 
Reclamation 
act was approved June I7th, 1902. In 
September I put the first party of 
surveyors into the field. The first 
work was to care for the Irrigation 
of three thousand acres of land north 
of Reno. During . the fall and up to 
the end of December we worked in the 
territory named 
and 
estimated 
the 
cost of the Irrigation 
works. 
We 


found that the cost, while not prohib- 
itive, would approach so nearly 
the 


value of the land to be reclaimed that 
we did no't consider it wise to do the 
first work there." 
Beginning with the first of January 


following, work was commenced near 
Wadsworth and at the sink of 'the 
Carson. 
It was found thaH; the unit 
or per acre cost was less.- Therefor 
it was decided to install

Carson-Truckee basin irrigation plant.

ful consummation in twice the time. 
, Bids are now being asked for the 
construction of a regulating dam at 
the mouth of Lake Tahoe. These bids 
will be opened July 16th of the present 
year. 


Falling less than 
one-sixtieth 
of 


one percent, the twelve hundred sec- 
ond feet of water in the Truckee-Car- 
son canal will develop enormous po- 
tentialities while meandering across 
the plains. 
At one point near the 


Carson river the canal waters will 
fall 26 feet and here will be generated 


in order to operate the various i power 
plants along1 the Truckee. The, water 
returns to, the stream Tbelow these sev- 
eral plants and is then diverted in'ta 
the main canal. 


The second largest dam on the Car- 
son river will have a capacity of 220,- 
000 acre feet. It will hold the wateru 
of' the lower Carson, which are not 
used directly for irrigation. 


The combined capacity of all these 


reservoirs will be 1,350,000 acre feet, 
or sufficient to water nearly half a 
million acres. 
Of this amount 850,- 


000 acre feet can be drawn off annu- 
ally, as the stream in' the driest sea- 
son will afford that much -water.. 


It is estimated that not less than 


200,000 feet 'can be drawn annualy 
from Lake Tahoe. The restraining. 
dam there will not be higher than the 
one now in use. In o'ther words it 
will control the waters of the lake to 
a depth of six feet. 
This depth on 


the lake will yield 745,000 acre feet. 


As 'the work on this project ad- 
vances and as 'the claimants for the 
reclaimed land come in, Enginer Tay- 
lor will .find at his disposal funds 
for the extension of the irrigated area 
and it is, planned to increase that 
area, to 400,000 acres in excess of the 
present irrigated area.

Eighty acres- will be the average ex- 
tent of each farm.

As a larger area of land is brought 


under Irrigation and the demand for 
water increases, five of six other dams 
on the Truckee river and its tributa- 
ries will be constructed and four res- 
ervoirs will be built on the Carson riv- 
er. Two of the latter will be on the 
lower stream and will be amongst the 
largest storage reservoirs In the coun- 
try. 
One of them, which will be at 
the lower end of the main Truckee ca- 
nal, 
below where it empties into the 
Carson river, will be eighten miles in 
length.

Nevada has contributed only about 


$53 000 in the form of taxation to en- 
able the government to carry on the 
work of reclamation and If, in addi- 
tion to the millions already expended 
the government would complete the 
system at once out of public funds, 
the other states 
would 
strenuously 


object. 
As it is-, Nevada has reaped 
already the lion's share of the public 
money provided by the Reclamation 
act.The method of obtaining 
govern- 


ment lands in the new irrigated area 
is a simple one. The charge has been 
fixed by the secretary of the interior 
at a maximum of $26 an acre. This. 
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is not the purchase price of the land, 
but of,a perpetual title to the water. 
The land itself is homesteaded. Ap- 
plication can now be made to che 
land office in Carson city, or to the 
branch 
office 
at 
Fallon. 
An 


entry is made as the ordinary home- 
stead, but the restrictions as to ac- 
tually settling upon ihe land and im- 
proving it will be enforced with more 
than usual strictness. 


The water charge of $26 an acre is 


payable in ten equal instalments to 
an official to be appointed by the de- 
partment of the interior 
Title "Will 


not lapse until 
two payments 
have 


been passed, thus giving 
the 
home- 


steader an opportunity to pass over a 
hard year. 
The government will ex- 


act no interest on deferred payments, 
but the plan of the government is 
such that there will probably be an in- 
centive to make the payments with 
promptness. 


This charge of $26 per acre is set 


to cover all cost of constructing the 
system, and also to maintain it for the 
next ten years. If it is found that the 
charge was set too high the last pay- 
ments will not be asked. At all events 
there will be no additional charge. 


At the conclusion of ten years the 


plant will be turned over to a water 
users' association that is to be organ- 
ized after a plan to be endorsed by 
the secretary of the interior. 
The 


government will continue to hold the 
title to the sources of supply and will 
remain in a position to straighten out 
affairs if there is mismanagement on 
the part of the water users' associa- 
tion. 
The United 
States 
government is 


sparing no expense to build the'sys- 
tem so that it will need no expensive 
repairs and for this reason is erecting 
rock and cement walls where mere 
earth would have sufficed for a few 
years. 
One of the vexatious questions that 


had to be solved was the disposition 
of the railroad lands in the district to 
be covered by the irrigation system 


The odd numbered sections belong 


to the Southern Pacific company for a 
distance of twenty miles on either side 
of the track. Ihe new line extends so 
far to the southward 
in 
Churchill 


county that very little of the company 
land is situated in the district aftected 
by the reclamation work, but the in- 
terests of the 
actual 
settlers 
are 


safeguarded here by a ruling that no 
water will be furnished by the gov- 
ernment for railroad lands unless it 
is sold to actual setters 
in 
plocs 


corresponding to the government ap- 
portionments and at the price of un- 
improved land 
The 
purchaser 
can 


then purchase water from the govern- 
ment and obtain a perpetual right on 
the same terms as the homesteader 


The criticism has been raised that 


the cost of a perpetual water right 
has been set too high by the govern- 
ment, but the writer is informed that 
in the vicinity of Reno the usual an- 
nual water rental is $•! an acre and it 
continues year after year without the 
passing of any title to either land or 
water. 
The intending settler should go as 


soon as possible and pick out his site 
and then make formal application He 
can do this at once, as a large tract of 
land is now open tor settlers. By writ- 
ing to Commissioner Black at Fallen 
the necessary blanks can be obtained 
A fee of from $S to $22 will be charged 
on making application to enter for a 
tract of land. This depends upon the 
number of acres and whether in thp 
rajlroad grant or not. 
A corporation cannot 
enter 
upon 


this land nor can he purchase water 
from the government. As an official 
said the other day 
"The government 


does not propose to make unimproved 
land worth $20 an acre for the benp- 
fit of a corporation." 
In order to still further carry out 


the idea to make this land a place of 
homes the government will not give a 
title until the full ten years have el- 
apsed, but it is- possible that this rule 
•will be amended so that settlers can 
mortgage or dispose of their property 
at the expiration of five years.

of the plain. 
The shrubbery Ms near- 


ly all less than a foot or two in height, 
exceDt near the Carson river, where 
the rich alluvial flats cause it to tower 
to the stature of a man. 
Of trees 
there are none except near the water 
courses, where the 
cottonmood 
ux- 


uriates. 
All manner 
of 
fruit 
lanrt 


shade trees thrive when irrigated. 
It 


has been demonstrated that the land 
needs little or no clearing «»e appli- 
cation of water causing the original 
forms, of plant life to disappear. 


The soil is of almost unknown depth 


and was deposited by water courses 
in ancient days. 
The 
constituents 


are varied, owing to the many points 
from which they were brought. Jhere 
arc not enough stones to build the 


foundation of a house in the entire 
plain. 
In addition to ease 
of 
cultivation 


and great depth, the 
soil 
possesses 


remarkable fertility. 
"Water 
having 


never been applied, the soil is virgin 
and needs merely the seed to be sown 
and the water to nourish it to bring 
forth abundantly. 
On the 
irrigated 


sections near the Carson river every 
imaginable product of the temperate 
zone can be grown. 
Grain produces 


an excellent yield and 
alfalfa 
hay 


yieJds three crops in a season, 
The 


culture of fruit has never 
been 
at- 


tempted on a large scale, but nearly 
every ranch has its little 
orchard 


which unfailingly produces its quoto 
of apples, plums and pears, while the 
smaller fruits are successfully grown. 


Garden vegetables have never been 


grown much in excess of the home de- 
mand on account of the difficulty in 
reaching a market, but it has been 
conclusively proven that potatoes, on- 
ions

truck" is of superior quality and could 
be profitably cultivated for export now 


capital erects a sugar factory in che 
district, 
but in the 
meantime 
the 


homesteaders can demonstrate the su- 
gar beet land and while doing so will 
provide a most 
nutritous 
and 
fat- 


tening feed for their stock, as well as 
reduce the alkali in the soil, as the 
beet is a plant which extracts al- 
kaline salts from the soil and thus 
fits it for the production of cereals, 
deciduous 
fruits, 
garden 
vegetables 


and forage plants.

FEATURES OF THE WORK 


Prosperity hasi dawned upon Ne- 


vada. It is1 an era that means the rec- 
lamation of an area more vast and 
richer than, many of the empires of the 
world. It is a country capable of pro- 
ducing enough 
to 
feed 
the entire 


United States. It is an area that will 
provide homes for thousands and an 
area that is destined to become one 
of the most 
prosperous 
in 
all 
of 


Uncle Sam's domains. With the clos- 
ing of the flood gates of the Truckee 


and won. Within one year afterward 
the work was started. Today marks 
the anniversary of the time the Pres- 
ident's signature was attached to the 
Newland's bill. 


From, one end to the other of the 


long ditch there is not one inch that 
has not 
been 
thoroughly 
examined, 


passed upon and approved by En- 
gineer Taylor and his corps of assist- 
ants. In 'the very face of nature these 
engineers struggled, 
overcoming ob- 


stacle after obstacle, with 
the final 


victory of today. There is scarcely a 
foot of the route that Is not replete 
with interest. The canal starts ait a 
point on the Truckee 
river in 
the 


southeastern 
portion 
of 
Was-hoe 


county. It is at this point that the di- 
version dam is constructed. This im- 
mense mass of steel, iron and concrete 
literally takes the Truckee river from 
its course, 
throwing 
the 
immense 


body of water into the ditch and send- 
ing the water on its mission of pro- 
duction. 


Robert Roy McGregor, the district 


engineer, has been stationed at this 


into the mouth of the canal. They are 
built on the same principle and with 
the same material as the main dam. 
The illustrations on page nine this 
morning give an excellent idea of the 
immensity of this work. The photo on 
the right shows the locks of the di- 
verting dam closed. The half tone to 
the left shows the inside of the dam 
leading to the canal. When the photos 
were taken the water was raised to 
allow it to flow over the top of the 
gates and into the ditch. 


To complete this portion of the work 


more than four thousand barrels of 
cement alone were used. It required 
more than one year to complete it. 


The average flow into the main can- 


al will be about fourteen hundred sec- 
ond feet per second. The highest re- 
corded flow of the river is 3,000 second 
feet and the lowest 900 second feet, so 
it will be seen that .there is ample 
supply. 
When the average; flow Is 


turned into the ditch the depth will 
be about thirteen feet. The fall is so 
slight that it is scarcely discernable, 
being not more than twelve inches in

the exact cost of the work, the manner 
in which it has been done and the 
profits and losses of the contractors 
who have been engaged in the work 
A model engineers' camp has been 
established there as well as ait fre- 
quent Intervals along the line of the 
great work. 


At the diverting dam the most im- 


portant work has been done 
To ac- 


complish it the contractors found It 
necessary to literally turn the old riv- 
er into a new course. 
An immense 


earth and rock wing twelve hundred 
feet in length and about thirty feet in 
height has been built 
However, the 


dam, 
is the greatest feature of the 


work. This immense pile of concrete, 
steel and iron is built to withstand the 
teriifflc force to which it will be sub- 
jected. Sixteen locks are used to check 


one mile. 
It is about fifteen feet in 


depth. It averages about twenty feet; 
in width at the base, and sixty-five 
feet in width at the top. 


The mouth of the canal is also a sol- 


id piece of masonry, so constructed 
that it conforms to the flow of the 
water, reducing to a minimum the dan- 
ger of a break. Even should the water 
get beyond control of the gates there 
Is no danger of an overflow 
Within 


one hundred feet of the opening of the 
dam a wasteway has been constructed 
It leads along the rim of the canal'for 
about fifty feet and finally to the 
river on the east side of the diverting 
dam. 
In many places along the course of 


the ditch, contractors and engineers 
alike were baffled many times, but per- 
severence and brains have overcome 
all obstacles. 
To keep the stream in 


its course and prevent the sands from 
filling it it has been found necessary 
to build more than three thousand 
yards of concrete. This does not in- 
clude the masonry in the tunnels and 
at the dams.

the river's course, stretching across 
the stream a distance- of 155 feet.

The gates are pondeous affairs each 


weighing three thousand pounds. The 
material used is steel iron and copper. 
They work in a groove and ,are opera- 
ted by immense screws. By the aid or 
these simple devices it is comparative- 
ly easy for one man to regulate tne 
flow of water. 


Nine gates control the flow of water 


work is the spillways. 
There are two 


of these along the canal. They are a 
sort of "safety valve" to control the 
big body of water, as well as drains 
for the debris that naturally is carried 
along by the water. They are built of 
solid concrete and stone and if neces- 
sary the big volume of water can be 
diverted through them and back into 
the river. 
The first one is located 


near Derby. 


At the mouth of the spillway a de- 


pression, a few feet in depth haa been 


The Hum of Industry Will Arise 


from Fertile, Fruitful 


Valleys 


constructed. 
This it is figured will 


catch and retain the greater portion of 
the waste matter. 
The spillway Is 


controlled by five openings each five 
feet in width and controlled by Tainter 
or fan gates. These are made of iron 
and steel with bronze facings to pre- 
vent rust. 
The gates fit into groves 


and are operated by weights, and levers 
on the top. 
These- gates are so con- 


structed that they can be operated one 
at a time or together. 
Provision la 


also made to operate them by power. 
The government in its plans makes 
provision for a power system along the 
canal. Thia will develop electricity for 
running any machinery that may be 
required, as well as for illuminating 
purposes. 


The Pyramid dam Is located Just be- 


low this wasteway. The dam proper 
consists of six gates constructed on 
the same principle as the main dam 
on the river. It has two outlets. The 
object is to send water to the Pyra- 
mid reservation. 
To do so it will be 


necessary to carry the water across a 
great depression, finally lifting it 'to 
the table land of the reservation. 


Immense pipes are to be used for 


this purpose. 
One will be run from 


each outlet across the low lands final- 
ly coming up at their original level 
on the Pyramid table lands on the sy- 
phon principle This will be one of the 
most expensive portions of the work. 
It will probably be two or three years 
before the government Is ready to car- 
ry it into effect

wasteway is constructed It is built on 
the same principle as the one at Derby, 
though more work was required to 
build the outlet to the river 
The op- 


ening from the canal has a fall of six- 
ty feet. Here it strikes a tunnel about 
one hundred feet In length. This runs 
under the bed of the Southern Pacific 
railroad 
finally 
emptying 
into 
the 


Iruckee. 
Thousands of feet of con- 


crete and masonry have been used in 
this work; It will stand the wear of 
ages. To provide against the wear that 
would result from the terrific force of 
water falling to the level of the tunnel 
the engineers have provided what is 
known as a "water cusnion" that is, 
the shaft has been made about six feet 
deeper than the mouth of the tunnel, 
thus providing a foundation of at least 
six feet of water at all times. This 
wasteway Is locaied above Gilpm sta- 
tion. 


Along the course of the canal three 


tunnels have been built. One is 1500 
fpet in length, penetrating a mountain 
of 
la\a-like 
rock 
and 
plastered 


throughout with cement and masonry. 
Another Is 900 feet in length, while the 
third is about 400 ft-et in length 
The 


average width of the lunnels is about 
thirteen feet seven inches, with a uni- 
form height of sixteen feet 


With the turning on of the waters 


from the Truck PC river today thirty 
thousand acres of rich land will be 
placed within Uie reach of Ihe settler, 
th<= home-builder who in the years to 
come is to prove such .an important 
factor in the .sllrengthening oK the 
state. 
Within one year, so the engi- 


neers figure these thiitv thousand acres 
of land could be placed in condition 
to raise a crop. Experiment has prov- 
en that the land is capable of produc- 
ing anything from alfalfa to apples. 
The task of clearing the land is com- 
paratively easy 
An iron rail or two 


dragged across the sagebrush a few 
times uproots the plants, making it a 
simple task to pile up the material and 
cart it away, or better still burn it. 
Much of the brush is large enough to 
use as fire wood. However, this source 
of fuel will be used up in a few years. 
One or two prospective settlprs have 
formulated plans to meet this emer- 
gency. They plan to secure adjoining 
homesteads and to jointly set apart 
a portion of their land to be used for 
raising trees. 
Those of rapid growth 


will be used. By this means it is fig- 
ured that wllhin a few years the trees 
will be 
large 
enough 
to "harvest," 


thus insuring an amply fuel supply and 
a paying industry. 


When the work now nearing comple- 


tion was started three years ago the 
appropriation for Nevada amounted to 
$50,000. The government at once real- 
ized the possibilities of carrying the 
work to still greater length. As a re- 
sult more than $4,000,000 has already 
been expended in the task of placing 
"a coat of green upon the brown hills 
and 'plains of Nevada," as Engineer 
McGregor describes it

HERE are some twenty-five 


thousand people in the new 
mining districts of Nevada 
and the larger part of them 
are .watching for new camps 


' and 
new 
openings. 'To- 


nopah grew 
slowly 
and 
conserva- 


tively, but 
finally 
compelled atten- 


tion by sheer force of merit. Gold- 
field caused a stampede and proved 
such a success that by the time Bull- 
frog entered the favored arena, the 
people were only too ready for It. Those 
•who had "made a stake in Tonopah 
and Goldfield were willing to take a 
shot at a new venture and those who 
hesitated and lost at the first camps 
and even the second, did net intend 
to lose on Bullfrog. So also with Bull- 
frog there was a rush to Kawich, Ltda, 
Silver Peak and Tule Canyon, each in 
turn attracting attention and enjoying 
either great or small booms, but just 
now everybody is on the tip toe of ex- 
citement to know where the next rush 
•will be, and it looks as though that sec- 
tion will be Panamint. 


Generally speaking, the Panamint 


range, in Inyci County, just across the 
Nevada-California State line, offers as 
great an opportunity for the man of 
small means and the prospector as it 
does for the capitalist. Already there 
are sufficient good mines to attract an 
energetic, . active 
population, 
and 


when the country has been thoroughly 
prospected, many mines are bound to 
be added to the present good showings 
of the district. Old Panamint Camp 
has already produced its millions, but 
this was entirely from a copper-silver 
ore. No attention whatever was paid 
to the gold veins. 


Everyone of the formations gener- 


ally found in most mining- sections, are 
there. These are schists, slates, quartz- 
ites, limestones, granites, andesites 
and rhyolites, all running about paral- 
lel with the strike of the range. All 
the veins are in true fissures and many 
lie in contacts, thus assuring the most 
permanent conditions for ore bodies 
of depth. Even 
the most skeptical 


mining expert can find no fault with 
the geological conditions of the range, 
and Josiah Spurr, the ..eminent United 
States geologist, who has recently 
studied the section, predicts that some 
remarkable discoveries will be made. 


"Water is plentiful, in most of the 


canyons, always 
enough for milling 


purposes, and in some cases for power. 
There Is a heavy growth of pinion pine 
in the upper parts of the 
canyons, 


which assures cheap 
and abundant 


fuel for mine timbers. The country is 
quite active at present, but has never 
enjoyed a boom. Many men are now 
visiting the district, and before many 
months it is expected that this section 
will receive the proper attention it de- 
deserves. 


These ledges were dlscovei-ed and 


were located by a lot of bandits in the 
early seventies. Their discovery prov- 
ed so valuable as to immediately at- 
tract the attention of mining men, 
and they were sold to Senators Stew- 
art and Jones. This section for several 
years enjoyed one 
of 
the 
greatest 


rushes to any mining camp. The ac-

tivity lasted about five years, and de- 
clined with its more famous sister— 
the 
Comstock 
lode, but not until 


$2,500,000 had been produced from the 
rich copper-silver veins. The nearest 
shipping point in those boom silver 
days was Los Angeles, more than 500 
miles distant. ITiis famous old camp 
is situated high up in the range at an 
elevation of more than seven thous- 
and feet, just under Telescope Peak, 
which rears its head ten thousand nine 
Hundred and eighty-seven feet above 
sea level. It is a most delightful spot, 
with its running water and forests of 
pinion pine, especially in the summer. 
Such a spot will be sought by the des- 
ert prospector during the Intolerable 
hot days of 'the coming summer, and 
when once he gets into this fine min- 
eral bearing range the world will hear 
more of the Panamint district. 


Probably the most important of all 


the canyons is Jail canyon. Here are 
located some of the best mines in the 
entire range among which are those of 
the Gem group. 
These 
claims are 


owned by local men and have a good 
record from their high grade, free mill- 
ing ores alone. But recently one of the 
parties has discovered on one of che 
claims a strong vein of sulphide ore 
carrying more than one hundred dol- 
lars per ton. in gold, several shipments 
of which have been made to the Val 
Verde smelter in Arizona. 


Further \ip the canyon is found the 


rich Buiro mine, which was discovered 
by an Indian. The vein continuously 
outcrops ..the full length of the claim, 
reaching a width of twenty fest. A rich 
shoot runs better than fifty dollars, 
and the whole vein averages more 
than ten dollars to the ton Twenty 
inches of water runs across the north 
end of the claim and an abundance of 
timber is found further up the canyon. 
This is a Cree milling proposition and 
should prove a very attractive group 
for the capitalist. 


Adjoining this famous property is 


the Star group, owned by James Mc- 
Hugh, and showing a well defined vein 
between slate and diabase. The entire 
vein will pay well, and assays as high 
as $116.00 have been obtained across 
four feet. With capital for develop- 
ment purposes these 
claims 
should 


prove big producers. None 
of 
the 


claims in this canyon have had the at- 
tention they deserve. 


Four miles to the south is Surprise 


Canyon. Here the once famous mines 
of Senators Stewart and Jones are 
located, but nothing has been done 
with therm for the last thirty years. 
However, recently Jack Curran has 
located some good gold claims in the 
vicinity of the old camp, which he is 
woiking to a profit. These veins arc 
probably of the same series as those 
of Hall's Canyon just to the north. 
Nothing whatever has been done in 
the way of development work, but as 
soon as a trail can be built shipping 
will be commenced. The formations of 
this part of the range are limestone 
and quaitzite, and the ledges are on 
the contact. 
/ 
It is stated that DeLamar may take 


over the RadclifEe group of properties 


» 


in Pleasant Canyon, which -have pro- 
duced several hundreds of thousands 
in gold. The vein of these claims 'show 
a strong fissure, in places forty feet 
wide, to a depth of eleven hundred 
feet. It also shows fifteen or twenty 
feet of $28 ore on the surface. 


The World Beater mines, owned by 


Monte Montgomery and located just 
above the Radcliffe, are now producing 
some wonderful ore. Many thousands 
are being extracted from a four foot 
ledge that averages better than $75 
a ton. Much of it runs into the hun- 
dreds. 
( 


The Tyler Broth'ers have just closed 


a deal on their claims with eastern 
capitalists for $25,000. They had opened 
up a fine shoot, and it is expected 
when the mill, now in course of erec- 
tion, is completed, these mines will 
produce largely in bullion. 


One of the greatest discoveries re- 


ported from the Panamint section is 
that of Tom O'Shaunnesy, who has 
just located'several claims on a vein 
over one hundred feet wide, and all of 
which' will horn well. Thirty feet of 
ore on the hanging wall side gives 
high values. Some of it may.ship. 


H. M. Thurman, a local prospector, 


has recently found some rich veins 
that give promi&ei. 
This vein was 


found after following for some davs 
some float xip Coyote Canyon. The vein 
outcrops boldly for six hundred feet 
and good values are obtainable in the 
horn spoon across the entire ledge and 
assays average more than $35. One 
shoot is known to exist that will run 
near $125 per ton. A little surface work 
would uncover a mine of unusual merit. 


Another ,recent rich discovery has 


been made by Don Pickett, who heard 
of the Thurman strike and immediate- 
ly decamped to the same canyon. Some 
two thousand feet to the west and par- 
allel he found a strong well defined 
vein that showed bright particles of 
free gold. Upon close inspection 'ie 
found the vein to 
carry uniformly 


high values. By careful horning he has 
demonstrated the existence of several 
rich shoots. 


Other discoveries have recently been 


made in the low hills to the south and 
they show veins of value. Lack of cap- 
ital and enterprise, however, has pre- 
vented any extensive investigation and 
the real extent of the discoveries are 
unknown, but it is expected that be- 
fore fall some sensational develop- 
ments wil have been made in this ex- 
treme southern pait of the district. 


Geologically this end of the range 


is not unlike that of Tonopah and 
Goldfield and offers a good opportunity 
to the prospector. 
The formation is 


composed principally of andesitej like 
Tonopah, Goldfield and Bullfrog dis- 
tricts. 


It is only a 'question of time when 


this section will be better known and 
get its just share of the thorough pros- 
pecting, that all the desert along the 
state line, is destined to share in. It 
is advisable for the prospe'ctor to ap- 
preciate this and get in on the ground 
floor, from which level most of the 
moneyed men of this new world havp 
arisen

Was Uncle Sam's Only Friend 


Editor Journal: 


I have read with pleasure your recent 


editorials on the subject of the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan, because of 
their manifest desire to be fair to the 
former country. The everlasting gush 
over the "Little Brown Men," and ex- 
ultation over Russian deat which per- 
vades the American press is not only 
nauseating, but ungrateful. 


As The Journal 
intimates 
Russia 


was our friend long; before Japan knew 
that we were alive 
In fact Russia 


has been our friend ever since we took 
our place among the nations of the 
earth. 
It is matter of history that 


when the war o£ secession was on, 
Russia was the only real friend the 
United States had among the great 
powers of Europe. Those powers cared 
nothing for the South, ,but they were 
anxious for the downfall of republi- 
can government, and favored the con- 
federacy merely because a division of 
the republic meant the ultimate ruin 
of such government. 


It is true that Russia is a despotism, 


and that there are many things In its 
social and governmental condition that 
are a.bhorant to American ideas. But 
the government of the Czar is no 
worse than it was in by-gone times, 
when we needed its friendship re- 
. ceived that friendship in full measure 
and professed to appreciate it. 
The 


truth is that both social and political 
conditions in Russia are much bettei 
than they were In the days of the 
Crimean war when the sympathies of 
the American people were wholly with 
the Russ. 


So far as the present war Is con- 


cerned it is hard to see why the Amer- 
ican people should shout so loudly for 
Japan. That countiy was clearly the 
aggressor, striking before Russia wab 
prepared and while negotiations be 
tween the two countries were still in 
progress. If Japan did not actually vl 
olate the law of civilized warfare sh 
came very near doing so. 


On the score of selfishness it can 


hardly be said that either country ha 
much advantage over the other. Eact 
aims to be the dominant power in d 
Orient. 
Russia has not encroachei 


upon the rights of Japan, but the latte 
country professes to fear danger in th 
future. 
On the other hand Russia ha 


at all times denied any aggressive pol 
icy toward Japan. 


No one can tell what future compli 


ations might have arisen, but up to 
he outbreak of the war, Russia's sole 
im appealed to 'be to secure a perma- 
ent ocean frontage on 
the 
Pacific 


outh of Korea, where she would have 
pen harbors the year around. Nothing 
ould be more natural than such a de- 
ire on the part of Russia, with her 
Siberian and Baltic seaports blocked 
vith ice seven or eight months of the 
ear, and her connection with the Med-

West, Sends Greeting to Nevada 


I congratulate the 
people of our 
state upon the fact that today the 
New Nevada takes her place at 'che 
head„ of arid America as the first to 
receive the benefits of national Irri- 
gation. It is a great flay for us; It will 
toe a greater flay for- those -who shall 
come after us, because 'they .will ac- 
tually see what we can only picture In 
imagination. "We cannot measure the 
ttltimate consequences of the achieve- 
ment we celebrate today. 
In this hour of accomplishment and 


realization, my mind goes back to our 
first Irrigation Congress at Salt Lake 
CJlty nearly fourteen years ago. The 
men there assembled were good rep- 
resentatives of their 
several 
states 


and territories. They were earnestly 
bent upon solving the great and baf- 
fling problem of bringing together the 
wasting waters and 
Idle lands 
and 


thereby laying the foundation for civ- 
ilization among the mountains and val- 
leys of ;the west. After a discussion. 


••-lasting four Hays', they agreed, with 
practical 
unanimity, that 
the only 


feasible policy was to bring about the 
cession of the arid lands to the states 
It was believed that upon the credit 
of thoae lands capital couia be raised 
for private 
and public undertakings 
and the deserts gradually brought un- 
der reclamation. 
Earnest as we were in favor of thai 
policy in 1891, we rejoice today thaf 
U failed. If it had been otherwise, it 
1» not likely that a single, comprehen- 
sive? plan, uniform in its operations 
throughout the west, would "now be in 
process of development. It ,la. unlikeTy 
that the safeguards against specula- 
tion and monopoly would have been 
erected which are now embodied in 
national legislation.

I remained to be answered, even after 


I both great political .parties, in the Cain— 
! paigns of 1900, had adopted platforms 
•declaring in favor of national aid-lor 


irrigation. We found our solution In 
the proposition to create a reclama- 
tion fund from I the proceeds arising 
from the sales pit public lands, and to 
have .this., fund used again and again 
in the gradual reclamation of arid 
lands in sixteen states and'' territories. 
We were able 1o unite the west on this 
proposition, and to persuade the east 
and south that they could not reason- 
ably oppose it, and above all we corny 
mended the measure to all right Chink- 
ing people by rigid provisions against 
speculation and monopoly, by securing 
the distribution instead of the cori-- 
centration of. wealth, by guarding the 
interests of home builders and pro- 
moting, co-operation and self-help. 


This point had. been reached when 


Theodore Roosevelt succeeded to the 
Presidency. His first message to Con- 
gress devoted especial attention to'"ir-.- 
rigation ana helped to put our cause; 
in the front rank of public questions,- 
But his efforts did not end with.the 
writin'gr'of .the message. In spite of the 
stubborn opposition of some of- the 
most prominent members qf .his- own 
patry, he gave his influence';, to the 
passage of the bill which had been 
framed, and promptly signed' it when it 
came to- him on .that memorable 17th 
of June, 1902.

Three short years, have passed, and 
today the gates open and. the waters 
come forth to "make the. desert blos- 
som -with the homes of men."
